WASHINGTON (ffl — Sen. Mc- 


Carthy (R-Wis) accused Secre- 
tary of the Array Stevens face to 
face of "not giving us the facts" 
in their bitter dispute. Stevens 
heatedly denied it, and the fourth 
day of nationally televised ~ub- 
lic hearings ended on that an- 
gry note. 


It was a day of storm and 


stress from the outset, when <1) 
Stevens' lawyer accused the Mc- 
Carthy forces of "shamefully doc- 
toring" a photograph they put 
into evidence, and (2) The Mc- 
Carthy forces retorted Stevens or- 
dered the picture taken to butter 
up McCarthy and put a damper 
on his investigation of the Army. 
McCarthy's chief counsel, Roy 
M. Cohn, took the stand and got 
in some testimony on this and a 
number of other points. 


The picture showed Pvt. G. Da- 


vid Schine, the drafted McCar- 
thy aid, side by side with Ste- 
vens. The Army secretary's coun- 
sel, 
Joseph N. Welch Jr. pro- 


duced 
an 
uncropped version 


showing two other men were 
standing with Schine and Ste- 
vens when the picture was taken. 


Improper Pressure 


Off and on, disputes over the 


poster-size photographs flared up 
all day, while TV cameras re- 
corded every maneuver in the 
fast-shifting probe by the Sen- 
ate Investigations Subcommittee. 


Then, to cap it all, McCarthy 


tangled with Stevens over a re- 
port the Army made last month 
accusing the senator and two 
aids—-Cohn and Francis Carr-^of 
bringing "improper pressure" to 
get special treatment for draftee 
Schine. 


"You're not giving us the facts, 


Bob," McCarthy chided Stevens 
at one point. 


Hotly, the Army, secretary re- 


plied: "I positively deny . any- 
thing I said here was not the 
facts, so far as I know." 


McCarthy, contended 
Stevens 


filed the charges against the Mc- 
Carthy side to halt their hearings 
on alleged espionage at Ft. Mon- 
mouth, N.J. Stevens said that 
just wasn't so—The Army made 
its report, he said, in response 
to a request from Sen.

-Wool Payments Bill Passes Senate- 
Benson Victor 
In Pair Of Votes 
Upper Chamber Rejects Plan To Prop 


Major Crops At 90% Another Year 


WASHINGTON, UP) — The Senate passed a bill Tuesday 


providing for government payments to encourage domestic wool 
production, but refused to tack on to it an amendment to support 
major crops at 90 per cent of parity for another year. 


Both votes were victories for the Eisenhower administration.

Therefore, he should have 
reserve supplies of equipment 
spare parts, fuels, and auxiliary 
power in case of a general power 
failure. 


3. He should realize that in 


the event of an attack, he may 
have to take" in evacuees from 
the cities. 


4. In the event of attack, he 


may have to send help in the 
form of supplies and manpower 
to the cities. 


Col. Brewer also discussed the 


home exercise program and the 
tactical dispersal (evacuation of 
cities) program.

No better example of the divided thought of 


a Nebraska Sandhills people could be pro- 
jec'ed than was furnished in a hearing before 
a House interior subcommittee in connection 
with four irrigation projects, the estimated 
total cost of which is $98 million. 


Thcic was no opposition to three of the 


projects. 


But one proposing a canal leading from 


the proposed Meritt Dam on the Snake River 
to Ainsworth, a 53-mile stretch, touched off 
the fireworks. From the ranching interests 
jri one section came the charge that the soil 
embraced within the reservoir of the pro- 
posed Meritt Dam and that in the canal route 
made the undertaking unfeasible and imprac- 
tical. That is a mild way of stating the case 
of the oppocition to the project. To some of 
them, at least, the thought of cutting through 
a Sandhills section is unthinkable. And at 
the same time, the head of the Niobrara 
River Development Association, Roy D. Riatt 
of Ainsworth, presented a petition signed by 


225 ranchers, according to the news columns, 
favoring the project. 
These 225 ranchers 


run about 88,000 head of cattle on slightly 
fewer than a million acres of land either on 
or near the proposed project. Their support 
for the undertaking was based upon the claim 
that irrigation would provide ranchers with 
supplemental feed. 


Actually the preliminary phases of the 


hearing arose because the Niobrara itself is 
not named specifically in the Flood Control 
Act of 1944 under which the so-called Pick- 
Sloan Plan of Missouri Basin development 
got under way. 
It was a surprise to Gov. 


Crosby who testified that he had the impres- 
sion that all of Nebraska was within the Mis- 
souri Basin. Geographically the governor is 
correct. But factually the Snake River and 
the Niobrara do not appear pin-pointed in the 
Pick-Sloan Plan. 
Chances are the governor 


will be subjected to other surprises when he 
gets down to study of the Missouri River 
Basin development.

That seems to be our 
o-wn thinking as distinguished from an agree- 
ment among the western powers. It seems 
to have been ruled out by the British, and 
now apparently the Eisenhower administra- 
tion has ruled out any likelihood of the 
United States going it alone in Indo-China. 


The one basic fact here at home is that 


the American people are yet to be convinced 
that it is to the American interest to par- 
ticipate actively in a military sense with 
ground forces in the fighting in Indo-China.

Graham. 


Graham is completing his eighth week in 


England and thus far has addressed upward 
of a million Britons on the timely subject 
of living a better life. In another month he 
will move over to the continent and after a 
turn in Paris he will visit American military 
installations in France and Germany. Graham 
is not exactly obscure in the United States. 
In England he is on everyone's tongue and 
mind. 


While Graham is feeding the spiritual hun- 


ger of England and Europe and enjoying the 
warmest of welcomes, our diplomacy is not 
evoking such a heartfelt response. Perhaps 
the difference is one of motive. It is note- 
worthy that two contemporary American pro- 
ducts are experiencing such a contrasting 
reception. 
This is something that the State 


Department might look into. It could be a 
matter of giving too many orders and over- 
looking a thing called spiritual humility.

inherent in trying to shape for- 
eign policy in a world of up- 
heaval could scarcely have been 
better illustrated.

Minister Georges Bidault. who 
seemed to those who heard him 
to be suffering from a bad case 
of nerves. He gave first news 
of the utmost gravity about the 
military situation in Indo-China. 
Ii was "not so much that the fall 
of Dien Bien Phu to the Com- 
munist guerrillas seemed 
in- 


evitable short of the kind of 
miracle that cannot be produced 
on short notice. 


Far more serious was the 


prospect that the whole delta 
area would fall to the Reds in- 
cluding Hanoi and Haiphong. 
This would make it almost im- 
possible for the French to do 
more than hold Saijon and per- 
haps a few other strong points 
on the coast. The political con- 
sequences in France and Asia 
would 
be 
incalculable. One 


American official present put it 
as follows: "We arc faced with 
decisions that we simply do not 
sec how we can take-" 


In other words, the situation 


in Indo-China is disintegratinc 
at a faster rate than had been 
anticipated even in the licht of 
recent reports from the sc^-ne of 
the conflict.

WASHINGTON — For weeks, 


even months, the Eisenhower 
administration worked hard to 
focus public attention on the 
\ ital need to keep Indo-China 
out of the Communist orbit. 


S e c r e t a r y of State Dulles 


toured Europe, talking up the 
need for united action in South- 
east Asia. The climax at home 
came when Vice President Nixon 
told the editors: rather send 
American troops than let Indo- 
China fall to Communist con- 
quest. 


Last week end as the prime 


ministers of the East and West 
gathered at Geneva to confer 
about Asia, this country un- 
flexed its muscles. Geneva dis- 
patches unanimously said the 
United States would not enter 
Indo-China to save any or all of 
it from Communism. 


What happened? 
Europe says Mr. Dulles' mis- 


sion failed. 


At home, politicians who have 


been 
anxiously 
watching the 


situation suggest that the coun- 
try resisted a new Asian venture 
to the point where the White 
House felt it could not risk _ tak- 
ing the initiative on Indo-China.

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Frequently the m o r t g a g o r 


bought land, got an FHA commit- 
ment for a building on that land, 
and then sold the commitment, 
land and all, at a handsome 
profit. 
In other words, the gov- 


ernment not only furnished the 
money free to the mortgagor but 
it gave him a bonus for coming 
and taking the money away. 


There were other ways of milk- 


ing profits out of Section 608 mort- 
gages. For example, a standard 
12 to 18 months building period 
was 
allowed by FHA. 
Many 


mortgagors were able ,to build in 
six months. In this way, they 
were able not only to save on 
allowable labor costs and carry- 
ing charges, but also to get from 
six to 12 months free rent, which 
the FHA did not consider in set- 
ting rent levels on these projects. 


In addition, necessary current 


cost was estimated by the FHA 
on the basis of what it would cost 
the average or typical builder to 
put up the project. Most experi- 
enced contractors were able to 
cut corners and cut their actual 
costs far below the FHA esti- 
mates, and these savings added 
to the profit on the mortgage. 


As I understand, the FHA was 


not originally designed to remove 
all risk from the contractor or 
builder. The contractor or builder 
was to get some profit from the 
building once constructed. In re- 
turn, however, he was to take 
some risk.

have failed during the same pe- 
riod to adequately support the 
school In the same eight year 
period, the annual conferences 
gave S85 000. 


"The new program 
calls for 


these same conferences to give 
$60,000," he said. 


Dr. Howland said that in Octo- 


ber, 1953, he was chairman of a 
committee which worked out a 
report concerning the rising of 
5300,000 toward building a new 
administration building and that 
the committee was told- "You

Davis has also received bj mail 


some "conscience money"—the

Douglas Real 
Estate Values 
Are Adjusted 


The State Board of Equaliza- 


tion adjusted Douglas County real 
estate valuations in compliance 
•wth a Supreme Court decision 
in the Max Fromkm case 


The board ordered a 202 per 


cent increase in the total valua- 
tion of town lots and improve- 
ments in Douglas C o u n t y as 
shown in the abstract of Assessor 
Joseph Stolinski. An increase of 
143 per cent was ordered in Sto- 
linski's farm land total. 


In brief, these are developments 
leading up to the action: 


Douglas County real estate val- 


uations, already below the state 
average according to state board 
figures, were cut m two by As- 
sessor Stolinski after passage of 
the 50 per cent assessment law 
m the 1953 Legislature. 


The Douglas County board then 


made some increases in Stolm- 
ski's figures on a precinct by pre- 
cinct basis. These increases re- 
stored the valuation which had 
been cut off by Stolinski, and 
made some additions. 


Then the state board last July 
raised the county board's figures 
by another 48 per cent on city 
real estate and 20 per cent on 
farm land. 


As a result of the suit brought 


by Omaha taxpayer Max From- 
kin, however, the State Supreme 
Court held the county board had 
not acted within the prescribed 
time limit. The court directed 
the state board to adjust the val- 
uation totals to pick up the valua- 
tion lost under the decision in 
the Fromkin case, as well as the 
increases that the state board 
itself had ordered last Julv 


Stolinski had reported S266 880,- 


605 for city real estate, and S17 - 
495,465 for farm land. The state 
board's totals are S807.351.030 for 
city real estate, and, $42,653,900 


The latter totals thus include 


Stolinski's total plus 
increases 


which the county board ordered, 
plus increases ordered by the 
state board last summer.

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International Air, Sea Armada Jo Save Indo-China Is Defeated 
... Plan Hits Diplomatic Block 


By HOWAKL IIANDLEMAN 
WASHINGTON 
(INS) 
The 


United States this month tried to 
organize an international air and 
sea armada to save Indo-China 
from the Communists but was 
balked by a diplomatic struggle 
wjth Great Britain. 


This was revealed to Interna- 


tional News Service by a fully 
informed diplomattic source who 
said the U.S. plans for emergency 
action in the Pacific ran counter 
to long-range Bnttish strategy 
for the area. 


A main British objective, he 


said, is to get the United States 
into an alliance which would com- 
mit her to help Britain defend 
her Far East colonies if neces- 
sary. 


The diplomat said that Secre- 


tary of State John Foster Dulles 
followed up his March 29 call for 
"united action" with a two-fold 
request that allied nations: 


Air, Sea Power 


1. Join in a declaration warning 


Red China to stay out of Indo- 
China. 


2. Contribute air and sea power, 


according to their ability, for 
immediate action to relieve mili- 
tary pressure on the French Un- 
ion forces defending Indo-China. 


Thailand alone accepted 
the 


proposal. Others indicated tenta- 
tive agreement but awaited the 
British reaction, which was nega- 
tive. 


Instead the British plugged for 


a formal southeast Asian defense 
alliance to be formed after a 
peace was negotiated with the 
Communists in Indo-China. 


The British suggested that such 


an alliance be expanded beyond 
the U.S. concept 01 ten nations to 
include such countries as India, 
Pakistan and Ceylon. 


London Meet 


It was stated that when For- 


eign Minister Anthony Eden sug- 
gested these three countries to 
Dulles during their London meet- 
ing two weeks ago Dulles replied 
that if the alliance was to be 
extended then Japan, South Korea 


the French Union in Indo-China 
immediately. 
S e c o n d l y , he 


wanted a military alliance in 
being or in the works before 
the conference on Korea and 
Indo-China began in Geneva. 


He attained neither objective 


and had to settle for British and 
French promises to consider the 
possibility of a defensive alli- 
ance in southeast Asia. 


10-Nation Meet 


The final act in the prc-Gc- 


ncva phase of the diplomatic 
struggle 
between 
the 
Allies 


came last 
Tuesday. 
D u l l e s 


called for a meeting of the 10 
nations he wanted in the inter- 
national race against Commu- 
nism in Indo-China. 


They were Britain, France, 


Australia, New Zealand, Thai- 
land, the Philippines, Viet-Nam, 
Laos, Cambodia and the United 
States. 


The British refused to attend 


a meeting of these nations. 
As 


a result the meetings was ex- 
panded to include all the coun- 
tries which fought under the

Korea and the discussion was 
about the Geneva 
conference,

Lancaster Polio Program Re-Scheduled 
... Now Sef To Sfcrrf Monday 
Lancaster County's thrice-in- 
terrupted polio vaccine test pro- 
gram was back on the mainline 
Tuesday. Barring unforeseen de- 
velopments it will get under way 
next Monday. 


First set for April 19, the pro- 


giam was blocked when the Na- 
tional Polio Foundation could not 
supply the polyvalent Salk vac- 
cine. 


The Lancaster Medical Society 


extended its deadline then to 
April 29. It questioned the relia- 
bility of the six-weeks-long pro- 
gram after that date. The finish- 
ing Hate for the third shots 
would be close to the advent of 
Nebraska's polio season. 


Last week with everything set 


for an opening of the tests April 
26 the National Polio Founda- 
tion, still conducting safety tests, 
said it couldn't provide the vac- 
cine for another week. That vio- 
lated the Lancaster County Med- 
ical Society's rigid deadline. 


Re-Examine Facts 


But Tuesday noon the trustees 


of the society re-examined the 
facts and loosened up the dead- 
line to allow a few days latitude. 


Meantime, the Lincoln and 
Lancaster 
schools, which will 


now close their spring terms be- 
fore the test period ends, said 
they would keep the buildings 
open the several extra days the 
new schedule will take.

Speaking to several hundred 


welfare representatives Tuesday 
during the third day's session of 
the regional conference of the 
American Public Welfare Associ- 
ation at the Cornhusker Hotel, 
Dr. Winston urged constant ef- 
forts to increase public under- 
standing 


Poor Relief 


She also urged a departure 


from the concept of poor relief! 
with more emphasis on phases 
of welfare designed to rehabili- 
tate individuals and to prevent. 


them from declining to relief 
levels. 


Dr. 
Winston 
urged 
welfare 


agency workers to meet increas- 
ing work loads and decreasing 
per capita funds with admin- 
istrative economies and efficient 
practices. 


Dr. Winston endorsed the Reed 


bill extending coverage of social 
security 
to public employees, 


farm labor and other uncovered 
groups asserting it would hasten 
the reduction of< old age assist- 
ance to residual' cases. But she 
warned 
of unsatisfactory 
in- 


equalities looming in the admin- 
istration's proposals to establish 
a federal variable grant formula 
to states in aiding public as- 
sistance. 


Larger Grants 


She said the bill's intention to 


provide larger grants to states 
having low per 
capita income 


would not work out in practice 


Dr. Winston praised the efforts 


of Oveta Gulp Hobby, secretary 
of Health. Education and Welfare 
and declaied "Her efforts are re- 
sulting in a better understanding 
between states and the federal 
government."

80th Kentucky Derby To 
Feature Usual Interest 


By ORLO ROBERTSON 


•LOUISVILLE, Ky., </P) — The 


Kentucky. Derby will be run for 
the 80th time Saturday over a 
track rich in the lore of the 
turf. 


Since a little red horse'by the 


name of Aristides won the first 
Derby in 1875, the race for three 
year olds has grown in interest 
until today it matches the Eng- 
lish Derby for popularity the 
world over. 


Other tracks hold just as good 


and often better races for top 
flight horses but none match the 
Derby in appeal to the public. 


Attendance figures never are 


announced but officials for a 
number of years have called the 
turnout in excess of 100,000. The 
stands, "stretching three-eights of 
a mile along one side of the 
mile oval and three tiers in 
height most of the distance, seat 
46,000. The crowd in the gaily 
decorated 
infield—reached 
by 


two' tunnels under the track- 
has numbered more than 25,000 
in the past and thousands more 
catch only a fleeting glimpse of 
the. horses or follow the race via 
loud speakers as they pack every 
open space. 


•The first section of the stands, 


constructed of brick, was built 


in 1895. Atop it are high twin 
steeples that can be seen for 
miles. Additions have beeft made 
almost annually, although from 
1896 to 1910 little was done. 


The barns, housing" 1,000 horces. 


are situated to the rear of the 
back stretch and are painted the 
traditional green. 


There is parkin* space on the 


150 acres owned by Churchill 
Downs for 2,500 cars but many 
drivers never attempt to drive 
their automobiles anywhere near 
the Downs. 


The landscaping to the rear and 


in front of the clubhouse is some- 
thing to behold. Tulips, in full 
bloom, make the area in the back 
resemble a botanical garden. A 
sunken garden with multiple col- 
pred flowers and plants adorns 
the area in front of the white 
circular p r e s e n t a t i o n stand 
where traditionally the winning 
horse is decorated with a blanket 
of red roses. 


For the eating and drinking 


pleasure of the crowds, snack 
bars are" scattered throughout 
the grandstand and clubhouse 
area. The dining rooms' space 
has been increased until 1,500 can 
be served at one time. The fa- 
vorite drink is the Derby trade- 
mark mint julep. They sell for 
$1.25, and you keep the glass.

Saturday by Red ground fire, 
which also'damaged the Flying 
Boxcar he was piloting. The plane 
made it back to base. 


The announcement was made 


by Maj. Gen. Claire L. Chen- 
nault's Civil Air Transport, which 
described Holden as its "chief 
pilot." 


Civil Air Transport has been 


flying supplies in Indo-China un- 
der contract with the French for 
several weeks. The civilians fly 
planes loaned to the French by 
the U. S. Air Force. 


American-piloted planes have 


been hit by anti-aircraft fire on 
the Dien Bien Phu run before, 
but this is the first time any 
crewman has been injured, the 
air line said. 


The announcement said the co- 


pilot, First Officer Walace A. Bu- 
ford, Kansas City, Kan., took over 
the controls, completed the air 
drop of supplies, and flew the 
plane back to base. 


Holden's w o u n d s were de- 


scribed as "severe but not criti- 
cal." He was struck on the right 
arm and side. His plane had 
taken one shell through the tail, 
but this shell did not explode. 
A second shell wounded Holden.

USIS to show Arabic countries 
how United States Air Force 
planes transported 3,763 Mos- 
lems to Mecca for their 1952 
pilgrimage. 


The "Mecca Airlift," Sorensen 


said, was a "pretty great thing" 
for the U.S. in combatting Com- 
munist propaganda in the Near 
East. 


He showed another film of 


Adlai Stevenson attending dedi- 
cation of a Point Four technical 
assistance experiment station in 
Lebanon. 


One of the most difficult prob- 


lems of the USIS in the Near 
East, Sorensen said, is gaining 
the 
confidence of the Arabs 


without losing the confidence of 
Israeli. 


Another, he said, is letting the 


Arabs know the U.S. is not inter- 
ested in being a colonial power, 
yet keeping peace with our allies 
who have colonies in the area.
